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$10,100,000 ‘Margin of Difference’ 
Development campaign launched 


Juniata College announced a $10,100,- 
000 development program—the larg- 
est in its history. 

Dr. John C. Baker, chairman of the 
board of trustees and Dr. Calvert N. 
Ellis, retiring president, said the ambi- 
tious campaign will provide Juniata 
with that “Margin of Difference” in 
the quality of its education without 
which it could not successfully meet 
the challenges of the future. 

The first phase of the drive provides 
$2,000,000 for the new College Center, 
whose construction was recently au- 
thorized by the trustees. Construction 
will begin early in May. 

The target date for completion of 
the “Margin of Difference” is 1976 
when Juniata will celebrate its 100th 
Anniversary, under its new president 
Dr. John N. Stauffer. 


Intensive Study 


Under the skilled leadership of Dr. 
Ellis, Juniata has chalked up outstand- 
ing educational achievements. The 
curriculum was strengthened and 
broadened, a total of ten new build- 
ings and a number of renovated build- 
ings were added to the campus and 
the student population has grown to 
over 1,100. 

The “Margin of Difference” pro- 
gram is the result of intensive studies 
made by a long range planning com- 
mittee, including faculty and adminis- 
tration, which was established by th 
trustees. ‘ 

Conclusions reached by the com- 
mittee in its report reaffirmed Juni- 
ata’s commitment to “a college of lib- 
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eral arts and sciences related to the 
Church of the Brethren and controlled 
by an independent, self-perpetuating 
board of trustees, opened to qualified 
applicants regardless of race or creed.” 

A key to the success of the “Margin 
of Difference,” according to Dr. Baker 
is the increasing involvement of peo- 
ple concerned with the future of the 
College. 

Personal calls will start in April and 
continue through Phase One. The 
Juniata leadership will come from the 
trustees, the president’s development 
council, the national alumni council 
and the parents executive committee. 

The “Margin of Difference” will 
stress support for outstanding teaching 
combined with suitable settings with 
the following goals: 

Endowed professorships to attract 
superior faculty; instructional irinova- 
tions to stay abreast of all develop- 
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ments; educational aids including li- 
brary holdings, closed circuit televi- 
sion and other new techniques; and 
undergraduate scholarships to make it 
possible for highly qualified students 
to take advantage of Juniata’s oppor- 
tunities. 

Physical growth includes the Col- 
lege Center, providing a facility for 
informal sociability; residence halls to 
accommodate a goal of 1,250 under- 
graduates; and remodeling Swigart 
Music - Hall to provide additional 
space for recitals and rehearsals. 

Also a humanities building with of- 
fices and seminar rooms as well as at- 
tractive reception rooms for the Ad- 
missions Staff, a new physical educa- 
tion building to replace the present 
women’s gymnasium and an admin- 
istration building for the essential of- 
fices and services expected of a con- 
temporary educational institution.

College Center Now 
Under Construction 


The Juniata College Board of Trustees 
recently authorized the construction 
of a $2,000,000 College Center. 

The tenth major addition to the 
campus during the 25 years of Dr. 
Ellis’ presidency will be located at the 
foot of 18th on Scott Street. 

Work will start about the Ist of 
May and the building is expected to 
be completed in August, 1969. 

Dr. Ellis pointed to the need for a 
wholesome environment in which ex- 
tra-curricular education may expand. 
For many years Totem Inn provided 
a haven between classes but it has be- 
come inadequate for the expanding 
student population. 

The new Center will offer opportu- 
nity for faculty and students to meet 
in attractive surroundings. Rooms will 
be available for student organizations. 
The bookstore and Post Office will be 
much larger. 

Dr. Charles Schoenherr, dean of 
student affairs, commented that “the 
time has come for Juniata to be build- 
ing, planning and developing for 
greater informal learning opportuni- 
ties on campus.” 

Alumni and parents will have an 
attractive place to meet and visitors 
will find rooms available for meetings, 
luncheons and receptions.

The second floor will contain the 
snack shop, social and ball room, rec- 





reation and meeting rooms. 

Carpeting will be used in the meet- 
ing rooms, the second floor lounge 
and the record booths. 

The recreational area and ball room 
will be floored with maple, while the 
lobby, corridors and large dining room 
will have terrazzo flooring. 

Attractive paneling and carpeting 
add to the dignity of the President’s 
private dining room.
